1,200 PLUMBERS 
VOTE AGAINST 
FIVE DAY WEEK 


Twelve hundred journeymen plumb 
ers last night voted unanimously 
against wblishment of the five day 
week in e Chicago building indus- 
try. Members of the Bricklayers’ 
union also held a meeting, but the 
question of the forty hour week was 
not discussed. 

Charles Mulcahy, business agent of 
the Plumbers’ union, opened discus- 
sion of the short work week, whici 
is now being given a three month 
trial by the Plasterers’ union. Mul- 
cahy said the short work week can 
be adjusted to a few trades so that 
it will not interfere with others. 

“There are some employers who 
welcome the forty hour week because 
they claim the men won’t work the 
full four hours on. Saturday morn- 
ings,” he said. “That admission 
places the blame on the contractors 
and not on the workers. The Plumb- 
ers’ union has an agreement that 
doesn’t expire until the latter part of 
1930. Any attempt to establish the 
forty hour week now would be in 
violation of the agreement. 

“ Building prospects for 1928 are 
bright, but agitation for unreasonable 
concessions at this time may prove 
disastrous. It is questionable whether’

Members the athletic committee 
of the Illinois A. C. quietly have taken 
what some of their colleagues undoubt- 
edly consider revolutionary measures. 
They have adopted a policy new to 
these days of strange amateurism. 

“We're tired of shutting our eyes 
and opening our pocketbooks to main- 
tain athletic teams,” this new com- 
mittee of the I. A. C. has said. “ From 
how on our eyes are open and our 
purse strings are double knotted.” 

The first move in the committee’s 
campaign to put meaning into the term 

eur is a reduction in the athletic 

ppropriation. The committee has cut 
the year’s budget almost in half. 

“ What's the use,” argued these rev- 
olutionists, “ of spending thousands of 
dollars keeping athletes to run or swim 
under our colors. What do we get 
pretending they are amateurs? 

“What if our track teams are 
beaten? Who goes to see them com- 
pete now. It's a foregone conclusion 
they'll win. Dual meets in Chicago in 
late years have been expensive litx- 
uries. 

“We'll build track teams and swim- 
ming teams of real amateurs, and if 
we're beaten the better for the sport. 

“We want athletic Mstructors to 
devote less time to spending our 
money making personal reputations 
and more time developing the phy- 
siques of junior members. 

The new policy undoubtedly is a 
shock to the old guard. 

Amateurism has been kicked around 
so much in recent years it is refresh- 
ing sometimes to hear Charley Pyle 
boast that he deals only with profes-| 
sionals. 

An official prominently connected. 
for years in amateur athletics recently 
expressed deep regret that he found 
it necessary to break off connections 
with amateur athietics to devote him- | 
self to “ making an,honest living.” | 

To the layman the unusualness of 
the Illinois Athletic club's action may | 
not be apparent. But to those who 
are in touch with the amateur ath- 
letic world the difficulties which con- : 


front the committee are plain. 
Their action means a loss of pres- 
tige, defeat for the club’s teams, and

_ Incubation time is just around the cor- 
ner, where troubles begin for the poul- 
tryman who allows the eggs to get too 
hot, too cold, or too old before they are 
put in the incubator or under an old sit- 
ting hen. It is the time of the year when 
hours, minutes, and degrees count. | 

Raising chickens is a business that has 
been developed to the point where scien- 
tific facts cannot be dodged! by the man 
or woman who wants to succeed and 
make money. Even the experts get care- 
less and slip a cog now and then, and it 
usually costs a chicken or two and some- 
times the profits of a season's work. 

Experts have good reasons for recom- 
mending that eggs be gathered every few 
hours during the spring when they are 
to be incubated. An extension specialist 
at Ames, Ia., advises gathering the eggs 


every two hours and storing them where 


it is dry and the temperature between 50 
and 55 degrees. The reason for this is 
that if the temperature goes much below 


50 degrees there is danger of chilling the | 


germ, and if it goes above 68 degrees the 
germ starts to develop before it is put 
into the incubator. : 
Furthermore, he advises setting the 
eggs as soon after they are laid as pos-
